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2. Claims 1-11, 28-33, 41-43, and 47 (renumbered as 1-21) are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reason s for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record, i.e. Alpern, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
teach or fairly suggests at least: determining whether a source language association 
rule. ..is different from a default association rule for a target runtime... providing the 
intermediate language representation of the association between the declaration and 
the implementation to the target runtime to compile the intermediate language 
representation into native code as recited in the independent claims 1 , 28, 41 , and 47. 

While Alpern discloses an interface method table for a given class of objects and 
the conflict resolution routine pointed to by the IMT entry identifies at execution time the 
location of the particular interface method, ultimately, Alpern does not determine 
whether a source language association rule... is different from a default association rule 
for a target runtime... providing the intermediate language representation of the 
association between the declaration and the implementation to the target runtime to 
compile the intermediate language representation into native code.
